An  Act  to  restrict  the  increase  of  rent  of  certain  premises 
situated  within  the  limits  of  urban  areas,  and  the  eviction  of 


tenants  therefrom. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows  : — 


1.  (/)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  East  Punjab 

Urban  Rent  Restriction  Act,  1949. 

(2)  It  extends  to  all  urban  areas  in  1 [Punjab],  but  no- 
thing herein  contained  shall  be  deemed  to  affect  the  re- 
gulation of  house  accommodation  in  any  Cantonment 
area.

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Definitions.  2.  In  this  Act,  unless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in 

the  subject  or  context, — j 

(a)  “building”  means  any  building  or  part  of  a 
building  let  for  any  purpose  whether  being 
actually  used  for  that  purf  ose  or  not,  including 
any  land,  godowns,  out-houses,  or  furniture  let 
therewith,  but  does  not  include  a room  in  a 
hotel,  hostel  or  boarding  house  ;
